. About 700,000 high school 
students drop out of school 
each year. Statistics show 
the high school drop-out is 
more likely to be uncm- 
played than the person with 
a high .school diploma, and 
will earn less during bis life 
time. 

Antioch Community High 
School is trying in several 
ways to combat, the drop-out 
problem. Apparently, these 
attempts arc having some ef- 
fect, for the drop-out rate 
for 1005-1000 at ACHS was 
only '1.5 per cent. This is 
well below the national aver- 
age.

Antioch High School admin- 
istrators and department 
chairmen also meet with the 
Grade School Superintend- 
ents to discuss ways of co- 
ordinating efforts in tills 
area. 

Once the student enrolls, 
Antioch High* tries to group 
the students by ability, par- 
ticularly in the areas of so- 
cial studies, mathematics, 
English and science. This is 
done on the basis of testing, 
achievement, and grade 
school recommendations. The 
counseling staff devotes con- 
siderable time to. this sec- 
tioning to enable students to 
achieve according to their 
own ability. 

All freshman .students arc 
enrolled in a home room pro- 
gram, wliich meets for 30 
minutes a day. During this 
period literature is dissem- 
inated on the "whys" of 
studying certain subjects, 
study habit tools arc discuss- 
ed and developed, and discus- 
sions arc held about the -ad- 
vantages of staying in school. 

The curriculum has been 
developed and broadened to 
meet the needs and interests 
of all children. It includes 
College Preparatory, Busi- 
ness Education, Industrial 
Arts .and vocational Home 
Economics. 

In addition, there arc spec- 
cial educational programs 
wliich include the Diversi- 
fied Occupation program, 
where a. student attends 
school part of the time and 
works part lime at the trade 
for which he is preparing. 

Individual programs, arc 
also worked out in some in- 
stances for students who 
were working and would not 
have* relumed for a full load 
of class work. 

The Special Education pro 
grani also places students in 
job situations to give them 
work experience in combina- 
tion witlr classroom work to 
case their adjustment to 
both areas and make transi- 
tion from one to the other, 
after completion of school, 
more meaningful and profit- 
able. 

During the course of the 
school year much work is 
done by the teachers, the 
Dean of Boys,-- the Dean of 
Girls, the counselors, and the 
school nurse .to see that .all 
students arc programming 
satisfactorily. Considerable 
individual attention is given 
td students with special 
problems to help them make 
a 'proper adjustment to high 
school. ■ —

The presence of Wauke- 
gan Mayor Robert Sabonjlnn 
in the race for U...S. Senator 
might have adde'd some con- 
fusion to a race already diffi- 
cult to forecast, but he hiVs 
nlso; added some spice and 
color to an otherwise drab 
campaign. 

The scrappy Waukegan 
mayor Is getting around the 
state and is getting a good 
reception from press and 
radio because he la ' .willing 
to speak' out - . bluntly and 
forcefully, a welcome diver- 
sion to political Writers who 
are too often facet! .with 
hemming and hawing on 
questions containing . the 
seeds of controversy, 
' With the exception of W. 
J.- Murphy, of Antioch. we 
have not heard of any legisla- 
tive or-CongresslonnLcandi- 
d.ates. In this area taking a 
stand ' on explosive issues 
like "dpen occupancy" al- 
though this Is certainly one 
of the key Issues In the cam- 
paign". 

Nor have Ihe candidates 
been very enlightening in 
discussing the proposed "rev- 
enue article" which .may or 
may _ norimprovethe tax pic- 
ture in Illinois. 

The big selling point for 
the revenue article amend- 
ment has been that it will 
eliminate the onerous per- 
sonal property tax, but there 
has been little discussion 
about the type of tax which 
would replace it: 

, Local taxing bodies need 
the revenue derived from 
the personal property tax, 
but they are reluctant to" sup- 
port a state Income tax or 
any' other revenue measure 
which would involve re-dls- 
tribution by the state. 

Perhaps we have lUlssed It, 
but we can't recall, any of the 
legislative candidates, again 
with the exception of Murphy 
whose, explanation. was a lit- 
tle confusing, giving out with 
a forthright explanation of 
the provisions of the propos- 
ed amendment and a firm 
recommendation for 'voter 
action.

Census To Count 
School Enrollment 

The Census Bureau's an- 
nual survey of school enroll- 
ment in the U. S. will be 
taken during October and 
will include this area, ac- 
cording to Theodore F. Ol- 
son, Director of the Bureau's 
Regional Office Jn Chicago; 
The survey which is aimed 
at. obtaining a count of' the 
number of children and 
young adults' enrolled in the 
Nation's schools- for the new 
academic year will be taken 
here during the work week 
of October 17-21, the Direc- 
tor said. ' 

Questions in the survey 
will cover pupils enrolled in 
bo t h private and public 
schools, as well as kinderten 
through the elementary and 
secondary grades and college 
and professional schools. 
Additional questions this 
year are designed to deter- 
mine the current number of 
high school, dropouts and, 
for college students the type 
(2- or 4* year) being attended, 
the type of student housing 
being used, and the major 
field of study. 

The school enrollment sur- 
vey is taken in conjunction 
with the .Bureau's monthly 
survey on employment and 
unemployment taken for the 
U. S. Department of Labor. 
The information is collected 
from a scientifically select- 
ed sample of households in 
this area and from other sam- 
ple areas throughout the 
country. • -

Now undergoing profes- 
sional treatment, the 50 
were found in n group of 
U.300 nersohs tested for one 
of the leading causes of 
blindness, glaucoma. 

The glaucoma • screening 
program, sponsored by the 
Illinois Society .tor the Pre- 
vontlon of- miiidne ss an d the 
ophThalmoiogy (lepaltiuenf 
in Northwt'stern's Medical 
Seluml. 'marked its first an- 
nivershry this Cull. 

The program is free of 
cliin'ge and. conducted on. a 
• y ea r- rou u'd basis at North- 
■ western. For anyone who 
.walks ..iii(o.-the.i r clfulc r jat...;U)3 
E.' Chjc'ago Ave. between ij 
p, ni. and 7 p.m, each Wed- 
nesday. It is I he only .con- 
tinual glaucoma screening 
clinic in ' Ihe Chicago area 
and one of thefew in Ihe na- 
tion. 

Sometimes glaucoma comes 
as a hasty surprise; 1 ' One ex- 
ample was l(i year old Sybil 
Scott. 021) N. Hudson in Chi- 
cago, who " brought, her 



mother to the screening 
clinic and decided at the last 
miipite to go through the ex- 
amination herself. Her moth- 
er, Mrs. Doris Scott,- didn't 
hnve glaucoma. Sybil did 
and has since had three cor- 
rective operations.

Spokesmen for the Illinois' 
Society for the Prevention 
of Blindness note that blind- 
ness from glaucoma, can be 
-avoided if treatment begins 
early in the* devejopineul of 
the disease, - 

l-'Div David -Shoch, chairman 
,'of the Northwestern ophthal- 
mology * department, made 
this, comment about ' glau- 
coma: 

"TJie. tragedy of glaucoma 
is 1 lint it causes a painless, 
gradual loss of peripheral vi- 
sion of which the victim Is 
unaware. In chronic glau- 
coma, the most common 
form, the central vision re- 
mains good until late in the 
disease process. The peri- 
pheral vision/loss. however, 
may be- extensive before the 
patient realizes what is hap- 
pening, 

"The classic symptoms of 
blurred central vision and 
colored rings around lights 
occur late in the disease or in 
j so-called acute 'glaucoma 
[■which is I lie less common 
form. Since simple glau- 
coma may be controlled by 
proper and faithful treat- 
ment if delected in its early 
stages, regular eye examina- 
tions are important. Al- 
though glaucoma screening 
programs are not a substi- 
tute for a complete eye ex- 
amination, they do uncover 
a certain number of patients 
with' early glaucoma who 
might have gone undetected 
otherwise. ' , 

"One out of every 50 peo- 
ple over 35 years of age are 
subject to glaucoma. It has 
o tendency to run in families, 
so. when- there is a family 
history of glaucoma, U is" es- 
pecially imperative to have 
regular checkups."

An increase in the number 
of fanners served and an in- 
crease in loan volume was 
reported to a record crowd 
of 425 persons at the annual 
meeting of the Federal Land 
Bank Association of Wood- 
stock recently by Tony Frey, 
manager of the farmer-own- 
ed cooperative. 

Fred said the 'Association 
had nearly Sll'.5i million in 
mortgage loans outstanding 
as of June 30. This repre- 
sents a net increase of near- 
ly S1.4 million over the June 
30. 19(15 total, he told an 
enthusiastic audience at Mar- 
ion Central Catholic high 
school. 

The other increase — an in- 
crease of 36 borrowers over 
the year-ago total— came in 
live face o f a decreasing 
numbef of farmers and over- 
tones or tight ■ money, lie 
said.
